Gyp peddlers, the bar group 
said, do shoddy work; use cheap 
materials and often leave) the 
work undone and cannot be lo- 
cated. 

Disappointment and law suits 
ordinarily .will be avoided, the as- 
sociation added, • if homeowners 
.wlll^takcltho_followlng_precau- 
ttons to be sure they arc dealing 
with reputable contractors. 

1. Ask ""relatives or friends to 
recommend contractors with 
whom they have had satisfac- 
tory experience.

Commonwealth Edison Co. and 
Wcstinghousc Electric Corp.- an- 
nounced Monday thai they will 
build a $5 million facility in Zion, 
HI., to train nuclear power plant 
operators. 

Scheduled for service in 1071, 
the nuclear training center will 
be located near an Edison nuclear 
power station now under con- 
struction in Zion, It will provide 
basic training and periodic re- 
training of operators for all nu- 
clear power plants using pres- 
surized water reactors; 

Commonwealth. Edison will sup- 1 
ply the 30,000-squarc-foot building 
and land for the training center, 
while Westinghpu.se will ' equip, 
staff and operate "the facility. 
Edison's 2.2 million kilowatt Zion 
station also will be made avail- 
able to prospective operators t for 
training-by-observation. 

Commenting on his company's 
participation.. In the project, 
Thomas G. Aycrs, Commonwealth 
Edison president, said: "Nuclear 
power loony-is playing an import- 
ant role In providing eleau relia- 



ble low cost electricity and this 
role will be expanded in the fu- 
ture. Training people to operate 
nuclear plants is important and 
this new facility will go along 
way toward meeting the needs of 
our industry. We are pleased to 
have a part in bringing this new 
facility to Illinois." 

According to Theodore Stem, 
general manager of the Westing- 
house pressurized water 'reactor 
systems, division, the center will 
feature an electronic simulator 
built around the new generation 
Westingliouse-Prodac-2000 process 
control computer. Other facili- 
ties will include a training re- 
actor, a television studio for pro- 
ducing videotaped lectures, three 
classrooms, a training materials 
unit and administrative offices. 

The center's training programs 
will be particularly designed to 
prepare prospective operators 
for the rigorous written, oral and 
practical examinations required 
for AEC operator licenses. About 
200 trainees a year .will be ac- 
commodated at the sew facility.

"The guideline ol the commis- 
sion will be that companies must 
first provide satisfactory service. 
Only after this is accomplished 
will the commission approve new 
rates." 

The investigation, . Armstrong 
said, takes the form of a citation 
to all companies to present cvi 
dence on the parly-line rule. 

Illinois Bell Telephone Co. will 
also be cited, although the com- 
pany docs not use 10-party Hues.

Director of the nursing pro- 
gram is Mrs. Aline Stolarik, for- 
mer educational director and in- 
structor at St. Thcresc Hospital 
School of Nursing, Waukcgath St. 
Thcrcse, like many other hospi- 
tals, is presently phasing out its 
school of nursing. This will make 
CLC the only educational facility 
preparing registered nurses in 
Lake Comity. 

' Mrs. Stolarik explains the CLC 
nursing program will consist of 
four semesters' work, leading to 
eligibility for taking the Illinois 
licensing examination for regis- 
tered nurses. She explains one 
of the reasons it is possible, for 
students to complete the required 
_work in this period of time" is 
that the" program is education- 
ally-oriented, rather than service- 
oriented. / \ 

"First year student ~* will. be. re- 
quired (o take 5 semester hours 
in nursing, plus 11 semester hours 
in specified general education 
courses. The second year will call 
for 10 semester hours in nursing 
and 6 semester hours of general 
courses. 64 semester hours will 
be required to attain, the Associ- 
ate Degree in Nursing." The 
CLC program. wiH make It posd : 



hie for the student in nursing to 
have a college experience. 

She also points out all students 
interested in nursing may not 
choose to he on a full-time basis. 
In particular wilt be (hose who 
hold jobs, and older students who 
have been away from the class- 
room a number of years. , In 
these cases, they will work their 
way into the program by taking 
specified courses or not complet- 
ing the* four semesters In succes- 
sion. 

Students must be at least IB 
years old and have a high school 
diploma or its equivalent, with 
successful completion of one year 
of high school chemistry or one 
semester of college chemistry. 
The ^imitations and restrictions 
associated with traditional nurs- 
ing schools di> not hold at CLC, 
Mrs. Stolarik . explains further. 

"We do expect to have mar- 
ried students and those with 
children. The_.program will be 
flexible to make it possible for 
those students unable to complete 
.tlic course in two years, lb spread 
it over a longcKpcriod. However, 
beginning full-time students will 
only be able to enter the pro- 
grams in September each year." 

At present. Mrs. Stolarik Is 
seeking qualified nursing instruc- 
tors to leach at CLC. Miss Elaine 
Sell of Libcrlyville Is presently, on 
staff, and it is hoped two . or. 
three additional nurses- with Mas- 
ter's Degrees will be added 
shortly. Mrs.". Stolarik points out 
jthere are opt 'a great many of 



these nurses available, but she 
has applications from two at 
present, and would welcome 
others. 

As part of their learning, ex- 
perience, Hie students and lit- 
Ktrurtor will utilize the clinical 
facilities of local hospitals ayd 
community agencies. . 

"Our students will concentrate 
on specified objectives when ttmy 
arc in the hospital. By holding 
prc-confcrcnccs with the instruc- 
tor to discuss the day's objec- 
tives, and a post-conference dis- 
cussing achievements of the day, 
students will learn from the ex- 
periences of one another as well 
as first-hand,'' said Mrs. Stolarik. 

Mrs. Stolarik said clinical fa- 
cilities in .Condcll Memorial Hos- 
pital, Libcrlyville; St. . Thcresc 
and Victory Memorial Hospitals, 
Waukcgan; Zion-Dcutan Hospital, 
Zion; and Downey Veteran's Hos- 
pital will be used in the program. 
In addition, she is looking into 
the possibility of using the out- 
patient facilities at Great Lakes, 
as -well >* ~as -other ' -community 
agencies, to further allow the 
widest range oT nursing expert 
enco for the students. . 

The program is prescribed by 
the Illinois Department of Regis- 
tration and Education, which 
also issues the registration exam- 
inations for graduates. V/hcn the 
course is successfully completed, 
the graduate is ready for the 
state nurse licensing cxanfiua- 
lion and will be a beginning prac- 
titioner in nursing with ability to 



carry out those functions . com- 
monly associated Willi the regis- 
tered nurse. 

"We arc receiving widespread 
interest, in the "nursing program 
already. A number of applica- 
tions have' been received from 
persons at all age levels; The 
hospitals are very enthusiastic 
about the program,, since the 
shortage of nurses is acute. They

Your Congressman 
Reports.....

The 'Bill of Rights of the United 
States Constitution provides spe- 
cifically that "excessive ball shall 
not be required." This provision 
hus been interpreted lo prevent 
courts, from setting ball at a fig- 
ure higher than reasonably calcu- 
lated', to assure the presence of 
the defendant at his trial. In 
those coses where an overzealous 
Judge has set hail at- a higher 
Tigure. designed solely lo assure 
the- imprisonment of a defendant, 
the. courts of appeal hove been 
prompt in striking down such un- 
constitutional rulings. 
. In an attempt to further carry 
out the Constitutional intent, the 
Congress in 1900 passed the so- 
called Bail Reform Act which di- 
rected courts to release defend- 
ants charged with all but capital 
crimes (murder, kidnaping, etc.) 
upon their own personal bonds 
(without boil) where the judge 
was satisfied that circumstances 
would assure-glhe presence of the 
defendant at the trial.

We are not smart enough to figure out just 
what our youngsters want these days. 



But apparently our standards are not the 
ones that they want to subscribe to. 

The problem seems to be. a lack of communi- 
cation between student and institution and a 
yearning by the students to have a hand, in the 
administration of the institutions. * \ 

We don't agree that the students should be 
the ones to tell a board whether or not a teacher 
or professor should be hired. 

But an interesting bit of conversation came

Act, a court was prohibited" from 
requiring security by way of ball 
in those cases where it appeared 
that a defendant would be avail- 
able for trial. In other .words, 
the fact thai a defendant while 
awaiting trial might commit 
other crimes or pose a danger to 
society were not valid reasons for 
requiring bail. 

Unfortunately, under the new 
law, many defendants released on 
their personal bonds have com- 
mittcd other crimes while await- 
ing trial. In the District of Co- 
lumbia alone, one out of 130 per- 
sons who were arrested for rob- 
bery and released on their per- 
sonal bonds pending trial, 45 were 
indicted for at least one addi- 
tional felony. Statistics gathered 
from around the country indicate 
that a similarly high percentage 
of crimes were committed by 
tliose who have been released on 
their personal bonds. 

At least three proposed metlv 
ods of correcting this unfortunate 
development have been suggest- 
ed.-^ The _most controversial _of 
these is a proposal to permit bail 
as a means of imposing so-called 
"preventive detention." Under 
-this system judges would be 
granted discretion to require bail 
of defendants who might pose a 
danger to the community, or who 
might be inclined to commit 
other criminal acts while await- 
ing trial on the offense for which 
I hey were originally charged. 

On its face, this amendment 
would appear to be inconsistent 
with the Bill- of Rights which, in 
providing against excessive bail, 
intended only that bail should be 
such as to assure the presence of 
the defendant at his trial. As a 
Washington, D.C. judge Indicated 
recently; - 

"God knows, t try to follow the 
law, but what do you', do when 
there's a guy in front of you who 
has already committed three 
armed robberies, and now he's 
charged with holding up a gas 
station with a sawed-off shotgun? 
Maybe you know he's a good 
risk. He always shows up for 
court appointments, but you set a 



high bail anyway." 

In other words, both the Con- 
stitution and the Hail Reform Act 
appear to be unrealistic and Im- 
practical in the daily administra- 
tion of our criminal laws, 

A second alternative is to re- 
-store-moKt-of-lhc-bViL-flxing_aui 
thorlty which our Federal courts 
had before the 19RB Bail Reform 
Act was passed.. This would en- 
able courts lo ovoid a pretrial 
finding that the defendant posed 
a danger to the community, or 
that he might commit additional 
criminal acts, The bail which the 
court might set would be con- 
sistent witli the Constitutional in- 
tent of assuring the presence of 
the defendant at his trial. While 
this could result in a. protracted 
"perlo"d~6f~lmprrsonmenti ; H also 
would guarantee that the defend- 
ant would be in court when his 
case was called and, in many In- 
stances, he would not be on the 
slreets committing , additional 
criminal acts while awaiting trial 
on the crime for which he was 
first charged. 

A third and possibly the most 
desirable solution would be to en- 
able defendants to have speedier 
trials. The multiple crimes com* 
milted by many who ore rcleaswl 
on their personal bonds are com- 
mitted during . the long delays 
which -occur -before the-cases 
come to trial. Speedier trials 
would result in the prompt im- 
prisonment of the most dangerous 
criminals and their removal from 
society without risk of violating 
any Constitutional provisions. 

The hearings on the Ball Re- 
form Act have already begun in 
the Senale Judiciary Committee. 
Similar hearings will be conduct- 
ed soon before the House Judi- 
ciary Committee upon which this 
member serves. An early solu- 
tion to the dilemma is essential.

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Letters which state officials nwT legislators receive 
frequently point out some' difficulty and' then suggest, "there 
ought to be a law on- this". . 

Sometimes they are right; , sometimes they - are- wrong; 
and sometimes a law won't help appreciably. 

Let me. give you a pracUcal.example. 

One of the eyesores ■which, has bothered me for some years 
as I have traveled about the state has been the auto salvage 
yard at which there has been- no attempt at screening or 
keeping reasonable order. 

Some of these places have done a good job, but many 
havenot. . 

So, in 19G5 when I was a, member of the Senate, I intro- 
duced a bill which became law wKlch called for the screen- 
ing of all salvage yards. We even had arranged for the 
planting of seedlings as compliance with the law," so no one 
would have to he hurt and eventually things would look 
bettor.' _J . 

But two years after the law was enacted, you^could see 
more places violating the law than observing It, 

Two years later we changed the low to put It into "tho 
hands of tho State Highway Department— and they have 
been too short of funds to do much either. 

The law is there, but there has been little compliance 
with it. 

I happen to think the law Is right, and needed. But the 
law by itself is not always the answer to a problem. 

I also remember when .as a freshman member of the 
House, I introduced a bill Which a hospital in my district 
requested. The bill would have been of great benefit to 
that hospital, hut as it turned out, several hundred other 
hospitals In the state would have been hurt by my proposal. 
My bill was defeated, as it should hove been. 

There are olso areas wh ere th e law can lead an d perhap s 
help mold publtc opinion, but where voluntary groups anct 
the public ultimately must help us reach desirable goals. 

A good example of this is "open housing" legislation. The 
federal law and court decisions are strong and helpful. Most 
northern, states (but not Illinois) have open housing laws, 
laws which I support and believe are needed. 

Yet all of these have not changed housing patterns much. 
Discrimination in housing is still, a major fact of life. There 
are still people who horbor.fears that'an integrated neigh- 
borhood is an economic threat,' 

In this area, facts must replace fears, and all the moldcrs 
of public opinion have to play a role. .

The subcommittee on housing 
development brought up a bill 
jjow^ pending . in... the .Gcner.nl ^ As- 
sembly, which would change, the 
tax on mobile homes from per- 
sonal to real property. One 
member suggested that in formu- 
lating the housing sludyrsltesfor 
mobile homes should be located 
throughout the County rather than 
lumped into a single area, and 
that standards' be set high enough 
that sucli developments would 
not be undesirable to. adjacent 
areas, 

A major problem racing the 
subcommittee on utilities is that 
of sewerage facilities.. Financ- 
ing seems to be the biggest 
problem. Currently sewerage is 
handled in the County by the 
North Shore Sanitary District, 
the County Public Works Depart- 
ment, by villages and private in- 
dividuals. 

Kennedy summarized by point- 
ing out there can be no effective 
plan for housing development un-, 
less sewernge facilities are coun- 
ty wide.' i— - 

County Development coordin- 
ator Jcrrold Soesbc was Invited 
to the next meeting of .Hie Com- 
mittee on April 18, to discuss how 
Federal aid might be available 
to help the growth envisioned 
within the next few years.

Veterans eligible for special 
G.I.. insurance because of service- 
connected ^disabilities may ndw 
apply for this coverage any time 
within a year after notification 
by the Veterans Administration 
of their disability rating. 

John B. Naser, manager of the 
Chicago VA Regional Office, said 
that previously application had to 
be made within a year after 
VA's determination of the dis- 
ability rating. He emphasized 
that the year starts' from the 
date on the VA notification— not 
the day the veteran receives it. 

The coverage Is under the Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance pro- 
gram and provides policies of up 
to $10,000 for men disabled in 
service who often have difficulty 
getting commercial insurance. 
It is in addition to converted Ser- 
vicemen's Group Life Insurance 
for which veterans may apply af- 
ter separation . from service, 

Naser said that for the dis- 
able veteran to be eligible for 
NSLI coverages he must be In 
good health except for his service-, 
connected-disability.-. 

Veterans may convert SLGI 
regardless of disabilities or health 
conditions. They must apply 
within 120 days after discharge to 
one of the nearly COO companies 
VA Ijas approved to handle con- 
verted SGLI policies. 
Maximum coverage under this 
program" is also $10,000. ;
